gaue aduertiſement of the lyke bzuttes, addyng neuerthelefle (to his knowledge) there was no other 
matter in deede but lewde rumours, ſodaynly rayſed, and ſodaynly ended. Ind yet hoztly after he ſent 
fo: the ſaydetwo Earles, with whom he conferred of thoſe rumours : who as they coulde not dente 


but that they had hearde of ſuch, pet (as it nowe afferwarde appeareth) falſely than diſſemblyng , they - 


p:oteſted them ſelues to be free from all ſuch occaſions, offeryng to ſpende their lpues agaynſt any that 
Houlde b:eake the peace, and ſo much truſted by the ſapde lozde Pzeſident pnon thetr othes, they were 
licenced not only to depart, but had power geuen them toexamine thecaulſes of the ſayde bzuites, Ne- 
uertheleſle, the fire of their treaſons which they had couered was ſo great, as it dyd newly bur out 
mo flames, whervpon her Maieltie beyng alwayes loth to enter into any open miſtruſt of any of her 
nobilitte, and therfoze in this caſe deſirous rather to haue both the ſapde Earles cleared from ſache 
launders, and her good people that lyued in feare of ſpoyle to be quieted : commaunded the lozde Pzeſt- 
dent to require the ſapde two Earles in her Mateſties name to repayze to her, udhervpon the ſayde lozd 
P:eſident (as it ſeemed) haupng than diſcouered comewhat further of their euyll purpoſes, dydonly af 
the firſt wzyte to them, to come to hym to conſult vpon matters appertaynyng to that counſel, wher- 
bnto they made delatozie and friuolous atmſweres : and ſo beyng once agayne moze carneſtly requt» 
red, they moze flatly denped, Ind laſt of all her Paieſfie ſent her owne pzttate letters of commaun- 
dement to them to repayze to her pzeſence, all which not withffandyng, they refuſed to come : Ind ha- 
uyng befoze the deliuerie of her Maieffies letters to them, aſſembled as great numbers as they coulde, 
(which werenot many, foz that the honefter ſozt dyd refuſe them) they dydenter into an open and actu- 
all rebellion, armyng and foztifying them ſelues rebelliouly tn all warlyke maner, and haue inyaded 
houſes and Churches, and publiſthed p:oclamations in their owne names, to moue her Dateſties ſubs 


ectes to take their partes, as perſons that meane of their owne pziuate aucthozitie to bzeake and ſubs 
uert lawes, thzeatnyng the people that yf they can not atchyue thetr purpoſes, then ſfraungers wyll / 


enter the Kealme to finiſhe the ſame: Ind with this they adde, that they meaneno hurt to her Bate- 
ſties perſon : a pzetence alwayes firft publyſthed by all traytozs, Ind as foz refozmation of any great 
matter, it ts enident they be as euyll choſen two perſons (yf their qualities de well conſydered) to haue 


credite, as can be in the whole Realme, 


the one hauing but a very ſmall poztion of that which his aunceſtershad and loft, and the other having 
almoſt his whole patrimonie wafted,do go about thzough the perſwaſion of a number of deſperate per- 


long, aſſociated as paraſites with them to latilkie thetr pziuate lacke and ambition, whiche can not be 
by them compalled, without couering at the firlt certaine high treaſons againft the Queenes Pateſties 
perſon and the Kealme, long bydden by ſuch as haue hereto pzouoked them, with the couer of ſome 
Yr ameeaotiney magtanom ney Hath thought good that all hex good louing ſubtectes ſhould ſpee-

Ind herewith allo her mateſtie chargeth al her good ſubiectes, to employ their whole powers to the 
pzeſeruation of common peace, (which is the bleſſing of almightie God) and ſpeedply to app:ehend and 
app:cle all maner of perſons chat thal by any deede oz wozd ſew them ſcluesfauourable to this rebel» 
lious enterppile of the laxde ©ws Earles, 2 any their afſociates: who as her Pateſtie hath alredy wyl- 
{cd and commaunded to be by the fo:eſayde Earle of Suſlex, her liefetenaunt generall in the no:th, 
publitted rebelles and traytozs againſt her crowne and dignitte : fo doth her Paicltie by theſe pe» 
frntes,t0; auopding of al pzetences of ignozaunce, reiterate and eftſoones notifie the lame to her whole 
Kealme, with all their adherentes and fauourers to be traytozs,and ſo to be taken and ved to all pure 
poſes, not doubting but this admonition and knowledge geuen, ball ſuiſe fo: all good ſubtectez tores 
tayne them ſelues tn their duties, and to b2 voyde from all ſeducing by thele fozeſapde rebelles and! 
trayt025,02 thetr adherentes and fauourers, w/hatſoeuer their pzetences (haldz made oz publibed by 
tycmm ſelte3,02 ſuch as haue not the grace of God fo delight and liue in peace, but to moue vpzozes ts 
make ſpoyle of the goodes and ſubſtaunces of all good people, the true pzoprr fruites of all rebelliong
